Less sentiment is being shown in the 
goveorninent camp today ahout the way 
Egon Balır handled negotiations. Bollef in 
the perfection of Ostpolitik has been 
shaken in nıany respects although the 
desire for solidarity and the realisation 
that there is no practical alternative to 
the road the government has taken with

Leading SPD politicians van see thal 
the acid test is due now that these first 
100 days are vver. The strict socialist line 
being taken by ihe Young Left in the 
SPD wlıiclı is forcing its opinions on tle 
public with ever-decreasing conısiıderntion 
for {he smaller coalition partner FDP, is 
increasing fears that the bright Jays of 
the SPD/FDP coalition are nearing their 
end.

Bolh government officials and US 
diplomats in Bonn remain convinced that 
the overwhelming majority of people n 
this country are İn favour of the alliance 
with tho United States that is so 
indispensable for the securlty of Europe, 

The general public, they further feel, 
Rave not the slightest intention of moving 
towards the ıo man’s land of neutrallsm, 
stlll less of making common cause with 
the Eastern Bloc. Yot there can be no 
mistaking a nıalalse İn relations between 
the United States and tlhe Federal 
Republic of Germany. 

A warning note must accordingly be 
sounded against allowing emotions to 
further accumulate and misunderstand- 
ings to cscalate. Developments in this 
cotılty are closely followed in the 
United States, and thoy far from upset 
everyone. 

Neo-isolatlonists that haye come to the 
fore in tle wake of the Vietnam War feel 
the news that ile Gernıans do not want tho 
Americans Lo be grist to their mill, adding 
fuel to tho fires of Iheir demands that US 
troops be witlıdrawn unilaterally.

Yel despite many individual instances 
af dmıtiAmerican sentiment in this 
vcuuntry İt is hard to put one’s finger on a 
spevifie anti-American current of pinion 
tikıt is of any conseqttence. 

Protests continue lo be Indged, either 
fur humanitarian vr fur lcological 
reasons, aguinst thre final stuges of the war 
in Vietnam, Then Ihere is widespread 
unrest about (he alollae crisis, ati in- 
ternational monelary crisis for which the 
United States is not enllrely blameless, 
trough Washington cannot have intended 
E to progress precisely as lhcy have 

alc. 

Criticsm of American trading pulivies 
ıs voiced. The Young Soclalists [ave 
called for a pull-out of Allied troops and 
demand lat Bonn refuse to make further 
ulfset payments, Here and there there 
have even been demonstrations at US 
military installations here, 

Opinion polls indicate a certaiı amount 
of anti-American sentiment and there can 
bo no goainsaying that it exists. It is mere 
Cuincîdeue, however, (hat jt has been so 
much in evidence of late, andl it is 
Joublful indeed whether Here is any 


their spectacular waming to the Dunish 
government, The meniorandum rep- 
resented a joint warning to everyone else 
rot to toy with similar ideas. 

It is an open secret that the Belgian 
government is in similar financial 
difficulties and that a similar military 
“reform” is nol only under consideration 
but was prepared by the last Belgian 
government. 

With the exception of the Greek and 
Portuguese dictatorships nearly every 
Nato government is subject to increasing 
domeslic pressure to reduce its defence 
burden. 

The pessimists would seem to be 
confirmed in their forecast that the 
Helsinki preliminaries to a European 
security conference would lead the 
general public to the mistaken conclusion 
that tension has already been relaxed. 

It is quite clear that each and every 
troop cut in Western Europe makes it 
increasingly difficult for the Nixon 
administration to maintain the US 
presence În Europe to the detriment of 
ihe credibility of Westerm defence, 

This is why Paris too is as alarmed by 
the Danish prosposuls as it is by the 
defence policy resolutions passed by the 
Young Socialist’ conforence in . Bad 
Godesberg.

The present Kremlin leaders, it is 
assumed, are genuinely prepared to 


negotiate on political and rnilitary 
detente. 

Now there can be not doubt that lhe 
Kremlin leaders have domestic 


opponents, Moscow is waging a desperate 
sirıggle against the consequences of a 
disastrous harvest. It will be recalled that 
Nikita Khrushchev's opponents used a 
poor harvest as a pretext for engineering 
his downfall. 

A wave of unilateral arms cuts within 
Nato could well, In the present 
circumstances, lead to the downfall of 
General Secretary Leonid Brezhnev. 

In a nutshell, his opponents’ argument 
would be that “you idiot you wanted to 
negotiate with the West and make 
concessions: that would haw un- 
necessarily weakened our Soviet power 
position." 

Considerations of this kind among Nato 
politicians are not enlirely unjustifiad. 
One of the unwritten laws in inter. 
national affairs is that you do not try 1o 
bring about the downdall of lenders with 
whom you feel you can como to terms. 

This, for instance, is why tho Soviet 
Union endeavoured to ensure ‘ile 
re-election of President Nixon by bringing 

ressure 1o bear on Hanol and wh: 

sident Pompidou ‘and Promier Heath 
supported Willy Brandt's Ostpolitik s0 as 
nol to prejudice his prospects ' of 
re-election last November. .

Edding Commission produces proposals 
for career training 


This Is all very fine-sounding but the 
DGB youth organisation has already 
discovered that words are not everything. 
Discusslons of what action could be taken 
in future ended iı general disappoint- 
ment. : 

One delegate asked what he should tell 
his fellow-workers if an employer told 
him that, regrettably, not all trainees, in 
thelr final phase of Instruction could be 
used. Ile was answéred with a general 
shrugging of shoulders, 

A group set up at the congress to deal 
with tlhe problems affecting other career 
training schemes than those run by the 
Firnts tliemselves was also at a loss when it 
cune to making recummendations. 

Its criticism Ihat these types of training 
seheme provided no extensive basic 
training was as juslified as the question 
from Ihe Moor of how to explain the 
disadvantages of such workshops to 
Young trainess who are pleased about the 
exIra training npportuni ties they open up. 

Proposals on how to give school. 
children information about the working 
world were no more lelpful. It was said 
that there should be greater conperation 
between representatives of young workers 
and the sehoolchildren’s own representa’ 
tives and Ht more active trade-imlonists 
shoukl be appomted to parent issOcid- 
tions, 

Faced with this kind of situation, the 
Elding Commission put forward a 
Prototype prugrmnne which ntany 
people consider dubious though which 
offers the best chances of a solution, 

The basic proposal is tlıut Tirs, anid 
pussibly workers Iuu, should Pay specific 
Sums OF money into u fund for fmiunvcing 
vareer ùnd further training. The Educa. 
tion ard Science Ministry would set upd 
department to alntinster tliis juint fund 
and supervise the distribution uf monies, 

Firms wishing for their cureer training 
schemes (o be financed from this fund 
would have to seek official recognition. 
Only a qualified firm would ohtain this, 
There woukl ulso be some control ort 
whether the firm's training schenes were 
as good a5 they could be. 

But the Commission did not agree on 
who should be in a position of control. 
The only wish its members had in 
common was that ir should nol be tle 
chantbers of trade, 

It is also uncleur how contributions 
would be calculated. Where the fins are 
concemed, it could be done on te basis 
of profits. Another point thal remains 
obscure is where the money is to be sent. 


the Young Sncialists Ino have turned to 
the question. ١

Career training and general edtication 
nıust be conıbined in the final years of 
secondary school. Erich Frister, head of 
the Education and Selence Trade Union, 
told tlie DGB congress why this demand

positions of lealership while career 
training was in institution of diserimina- 
fon as it bound the indiviual to lis 
place of work and restricted his 
opportunities, 

Frister put forward a solution which 
wld give career training equul sttlus 
with general education at tlie same tlne 
as eliminating the need for entry 
restrictions on various university suhjects,

But as simple as if was to arouse public 
attention and as easy asit is to define the 
problenıs Ital must be solved before any 
improvement sets in, it will still prove 
dilieult to get all these demands 
accepted. 

The White Collar Workers Union ropes 
that public discussions with politicians 
wil give tlhe public more information 
while campaigns within firms or 
vocational colleges, perhaps in the form 
of seminars, should help mobilise 
Brass-FOOrS support.

Thyssen’s controversial blast furnace at Marxloh 


Thyssen claim that they favo already 
taken steps to cut down the pollution 
problem and have in fact been doing so 
since beforo the 4,200cc furnace was 
fired. Fifteen per cent of the building 
çosts, a good fifty million Marks had been 
invested in ways of protecting the 
environment, In cighly separate parts of 
lhe plant soundproofing had been carried 
out, 

But, as Branconi said, this is part of a 
new generation of blast furnaces — tle 
only two other blast fumace of these 
dimensions are in Japan, and auother is 
being built near Dunkirk — end it Was 
not possible for the team of 200 
specialists to master all the problems 
involved. 

He also complained that many of ihe 
300 firms supplying parts had been guilty 
of skinıping. 

When the blast furnaces were first fired 
it was discovered that the noise they 
emitted was 45 decibels, ten more than the 
prescribed maximum. Despite the filters 
incorporated in the furnace they enıitted 
clouds of sinter, coke and ore dust and 
there was a stench from poisonous gases 
emitted. 


Of course the general public has a right 
to be protected against sıtch nuisances as 
quickly and as well as possible, but — and 
Thyssen stress this paradox — it will only 
be possible to cure the faults in the blast 
gee when it is operating flat out 
again.

Blast furnace causes a 
blast of indignation 


For weeks their sleep was disturbed, 
their furniture and washing were solled, 
their doors were rattled ont their hinges 
and television pictures went skew-wlıiff, 
The provailing westerly winds carried the 
fumes to tle residential area, 

Slartled out of their sleep on a stormy 
night, disquleted by the demonic force of 
the great machinery, which on foggy days 
1s shrouded in mist, the ordinary people 
of Marxloh decided to flex their ınuscles 
against the might of industry. 

Despite the name this had nothing to 
do with Karl Marx. The revolution Was 
led by August Schmidt — a quiet and 
thoughtful mar who runs a home 
decorating business and his two friends 
Mr Maas and Mr Enzweiler.

Initiative and sent out 
a foition, which in no time at all had 
collected moro than 5,000 signatures. 

A rather clumsy letter of protest was 
sent to {he cily planning department in 
Duisburg with the message “savo 
Marxloh". Two hundred posters in a 
blazing red colour were exhibited in 
shops in the town. 

Demands were made of Thyssen, but 
they were by and large moderale and 
showed a fair degree of understanding for 
complicuted technical matters, Thyssen 
wero asked lo cut down the emissions of 
poisonous Waste to the prescribed leve] 
within a certain period of tine. In 
addition double-glazed windows and air- 
conditioning were ta be builtin lo ile 
houses affected by the smoke al the 
expense of (he Foundry, 

Thyssen technical - director Klaus 
Zimmermann and the head of their 
new-conslructions department Volker 
von Branconi replied in a letter in which 
they stated that they were “unfortunately 
not in a position to comply with these 
wishes", which had already had to be 
refused to other people in a similar 
position and which would lead to 
intolerable financial burdens if all persons 


affected were to be given equal 
treatment. 
But they renewed the promise they had

With the threat of mılions of Marks in 
lasses in front of their eyes the chainman 
of Thyssen's hoard IlansGiinther Soll, 
who is also President of the Industries 
Cunfederatlon (BDI), and the director of 
the Foundries Hemıann Brandi went to 
see the President of the NRW goverment 
Hans-Otto Biumer recently to discuss tlie 
threatened closure of the blast furmace, 

The 1971/72 business year was the 
worst in the postwar history of Thyssen 
and the loss of this new plant would be 
another nıajor blow. As for the people of 
Marxloh the closure of the plant would 
not only bring them the proverbial “blue

Max Reger born 
. 100 years ago 


ax Reger was born on 19 Mirch 

1873 in Bavaria. He was the son of 
a village schoolmaster and organist, 
Considering his short Hfe of only 43 yeurs 
he was not only the most prolific and 
fruitful of composers of the past century, 
but also im uulstanding, objective 
utacstro af Lonal art, 

Between 1407 aud his death in 1916 lie 
taught without interruption dat the 
Leipzig ConsetrviHory, analysed the works 
of lis audience, lis contemporaries, 
without displrasue ind did not consider 
himself a cut above tle rest, 

His most frepisnt question in Bavurian 
dialect wus "Dy uu undersland? " Sout 
limes this might have been sid witı 
genuine concern and on others with 
irony. 

Unlorturalaly ius Heluw caulrynlét 
did not understand his works. Following 
successful concert Lours with his plana 
conpositions in Russia, Spain, Holfand 
and Swedeh Reger reported to his friend 
and patron Karl Straube tlie Jack of 
success of an evening of his music in 
Leipzig in 1909: 

Expenses of running concert 300 Marks, 
Advaniüe sales 45 Marks, 

Sales on the night 4 Marks, 

Deficit 251 Marks. 

Max Reger, an honorary doctor of 
three universities, in his lime a university 
direçtor of music and court head of nuslc 
was ceaselessly and tirelessly on tour. 

As a composer he cane between two 
ages. He rounded off Geman Roman- 
ticism {(Romanlc Suite for Orchestra, 
1912) and at the same time served in tlıe 
revival of Classicism, his most played 
works today being the Hiller, and Mozart 
variations...

If anaesthetists were also to be 
enıplayed in casualty wards — an 
oventunlily for wlıich they are particu- 
larly suited and which the latest medical 
findings suggest is desirable — and if they 
were to be granted the forty-hour week 
which most people work, hospitals in the 
Federal Republic would need as many as 
six thoıısand specialists in this branclı of 
medicine. 

Reappointing anaesthetists who have 
left the profession or at least employing 
tem on ù part-time basis would attract 
less (ım two thousand of them back {o 
the hospi als, 

The only reason there is no omergency, 
as there is at present where nursing staff 
is concerned, is that the few available 
anaesthetists are forced to work long 
hours and surgeons rely on the 
supervision of nursing sisters who have 
been trained in this field.

Professor Schulte also makes a further 
reservatlon,. Where sone depressive 
patlents are concerned, the treatment 
only proves successful for half the 
following day. In some cases depression 
does not return for 24 hours and in others 
this period of relief may be longer. But 
some patienls were completely cured of 
their melancholy by depriving them of 
sleep for only one night. 

Experlence has shown that outpatients 
treatment can be repeated until the 
desired effect is aehleved. Professor 
Schulte belleves this fs due to the fact 
that tlie symptoms are based on a day 
and night rhythm which can be 
successfully interrupted by sleeplessness, 

Psychiatrists are only just beginning to 
investigate this plenumenon today. 
Future research in this field may reveal 
the causes of serious depressim ancl 
provide 4ı goad basis for treatmenl,

Since then doctors have gained a good 
deal of experience in depriving similar 
patients of sleep. The outcome is that 
considerable successes have been achieved 
with this treatment, 

Professor Walter Sehulte, head of 
Tübingen University Neurological Hospi 
tal until his death recently, first stumbled 
across this foct and then conducted 
thorough reseoréh into the connecllons 
between endogenic depressions and a 
night without sleep. 

Hle reported ir an article now pullished 
that a teacher was suddenly cured of his 
seke mulanchuly after cycling through 
te nipht. He then trated a woman 
waher who wis not equal to the 
demands uf tle sehaolleaving exanuina- 
thon during her periods of melancholy, 
When be forced her to spend u night 
wake, she nn longer found any 
difficulty’. 

Professur Schulte also told of a ductor 
who had undergone extensive trealnent 
with antidepresives und electric stock 
therapy. The only way lıe could summüuri 
up enough strength Fer bis medical duties 
was by staying awake for a wlıole night 
beforelrtnd.
